Among the increasing number of ac­ 
counts of human tragedy occurring in the 
daily press none is more shameful than 
those concerning the treatment of little 
children, especially by parents. 
Neglect is bad enough. Left alone in fire 


traps, to bum to death, is a common story. 
Thousands of youngsters go to bed hungry 
ever}* night, in spite of the best efforts of 
welfare and child organizations. But this 
is not all. Death from beatings is common. 
Recently a father slapped a mere baby 


until it died, because he was annoyed by 
its crying. From Oklahoma comes the story 
of a six-year-old boy alleged to have been 
slapped and kicked by his mother until he 
died. His little body was found to be cov­ 
ered by bruises and scars. Two other chil­ 
dren, two and four, are said to have suf­ 
fered the same treatment. 
Children have no other source of pro­ 
tection except from their parents. Their 
lives are in parents’ hands. Unwanted chil­ 
dren pose a problem for social workers, who 
are unable to protect them against inhu­ 
man parents. 
With all our boasted culture and civiliza­ 
tion some depraved people continue to mur­ 
der children. In the name of Him, who said: 
“Suffer little children to come unto Me, for 
of such as these is the kindom of heaven,” 
when will these offenses cease?

The French, who normally keep a re­ 
spectful distance from water — the table 
service kind — suddenly found themselves 
up to their knees in the liquid.

WASHINGTON UP — The Communists, credited 
with being cunning characters, probably kick them­ 
selves for a pair of colossal blunders: their handling 
of Form osa and Rorea. They did it the hard way, 
and backwards. 
For six months in 1950 they evidently could have 
taken Form osa without American opposition. In­ 
stead, they tackled South Rorea. They have had 
both if they had worked in reverse. The wound up 
with neither. 
Five years ago Form osa was wide open to the 
Red Chinese. They had driven Chiang Kai-shek there 
from the mainland. And President Truman said on 
Jan . 5, 1950, the United States would not defend 
Chiang. 
Chiang was in poor shape to defend himself. Amer­ 
ican diplomats predicted the fall of the island. The 
way seemed clear. Why then didn’t the Chinese Com­ 
munists cross the IOO miles of water separating For­ 
mosa from the mainland? 
Since they had just taken over the mainland, they 
may have thought they had some homework to do 
first. Perhaps they felt they lacked enough equip­ 
ment for an invasion of Form osa. Or perhaps they 
felt they could take their time. 
The United States in the first half of 1950 was 
militarily weak, cutting its armed forces even more, 
and 
showing no signs or intentions of getting 
stronger or into a fight for Form osa. The Reds 
let six months pass. 
Then the North Rorean Communists invaded South 
Rorea in June 1950 Truman, no doubt to the sur­ 
prise of the Reds, put the United States into the war 
and threw the 7h Fleet into defense of Form osa. It 
has been there since. 
In the intervening five years the American mood 
changed. The United States decided to keep For­ 
mosa from the Communists. The defense of Form osa 
now is stronger than any time since World War IL 
The Reds had missed their main chance. 
If they had taken Form osa before grabbing for 
Rorea, they might have been solidly in the island 
now. And, because of their strategic location on 
Form osa, the United States might not have inter­ 
vened in Rorea. That’s a guess, anyway. 
Why did the Red Chinese and the Russians let the 
Rorean Communists try to take South Rorea before 
Form osa was invaded? Probably because at the 
moment it looked like the softer touch. 
They might have been further ahead ail around 
if they had snatched Form osa when it was easy.

WASHINGTON (JI—The Marines 
gave a final salute and an honored 
grave today to an unhap p y Indian 
who wandered far from his p lace 
of glory among the flag raisers 
on Iwo Jima in World War ll.

Ira Hamilton Hayes from the In­ 
dian reservation in Arizona where 
he died, and buried him with honor 
on a tree-shaded hillside in Ar­ 
lington National Cemetery.

a barren volcanic island in the Pa­ 
cific IO years ago this month. 
Hayes died at his home on the 
reservation Jan. 24.
